Tue establishment in the South of 
Formosa of a heavy lekin on sugar 
need not surprise apy one; indeed it is 
what may be expected in other parts 
where foreigners trade. The lekin is 
the readiest way of replenishing ex- 
hausted treasuries; it falls in the first 
instance on the traders who are gene- 
vally more long suffering under exac- 
tions than other classes are, and the 
tax is therefore a favourite with the 
mandarinate. The effect will bo still 
farther to hamper the sugar trade of 
the islaud. And, the mandarins could 
scarcely lave selected an important 
part of Chinese commerce which so 
urgently requires to be freed from tax- 
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The Hoyth-Ghin 
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2| ation as much as possible, as the sugar 


trade of the South. It has to meet 
about as mach competition as our tea 
trade. Like the latter it is entirely of 
foreignconstruction.’ The intraduction 
of good and comparatively safe means of 
transport has vastly increased the inter- 
Chinese sugar trade, and foreign enter- 
prize has created a market for it in 
many parts beyond sea. The prosperity 
which the extension of sugar cane cul- 
tivation and the preparation of sugar 
has confined on large districts in the 
Sonth caunot be measured by the value 
of the piculs of the stuff which have 
been exported. Numbers of people, 
in over populated districts, cities, and 
towns have had work provided for 
them, and have thereby been kept in 
good order, instead of being disorderly 
and a danger tc the Government. Bat 
that the sugar trade may be restored 
to its former vigorous condition, cheap 
prices are necessary. Unless Chinese 
sugars are cheap they will be ousted 
from the foreign markets into which 
they have been introduced. And there 
is so much sugar now in the world, 
which can be made and transported 
very cheaply, that it is quite within 
the hounds of possibility that Formosa 








and Kuangtang sugars should have the 
products of other countries competing 
with them in the markets of Hongkong 
and Canton. The refiners of the former 
place buy in the cheapest market, and 
if they can purchase sugar in Perak or 
the Philippines, Queensland or Mai 
tius or anywhere, more cheaply than 
sugar can be bought in Swatow, they 
will do so. Already sugar has been 
imported into Hongkong from Java 
aud Mauritius, and it seems to be a 
regular article of import by the steamers 
returning from their Australian voy- 
ages. So long as freights remain low, 
which the constantly cheapening me- 
thods of workivg steamers bids fair to 
make prepetual, sugar will be exposed 
to this competition even in the markets 
nearest to the cane fields which produce 
it. The Customs’ Returns for the first 
quarter of this year show that the sugar 
trade was reviving at Takow after the 
French trouble, aud this has probably 
excited the cupidity of the authorities 
orthe lekin farmers. Before the troubles 
with France the export had reached 
large figures; and eveu iu 1884, when 
the port was closed for two months, it 
amounted to 950,000 piculs, of the value 
of a million aud a half Haikwan taels. 
No doubt the provincial governments 
find it difficult to provide ways and 
means. Their right to impose the 
necessary taxation on their own people 
is beyond question. But there is gou- 
erally at least two ways of doing 
even the best things—a right way 
auda wrong one. It is clear that hero 
the wroug one is to saddle important 
industries with additioval taxation 
when those Lave enough to do to hold 
their own against fierce competition, 
‘Lhe proposed leltin of forty cents, or say 
fifteen per ceut, per picul on white sugar 
may not appear much in the eyes of 
ueedy maudarius ignorant of the pre- 
sent conditions of trade, of the small 
margin of profit on which foreigners 
will gladly embark on large transac- 
tions, of the mere shades, as it were, of 
cheapness which will transfer large 
trades from the dearer markets to others 
thousands of miles away; in a word, of 
the great influeuce on prices which 
steamers and telegraphs have. The in- 
jury which sach acts as the imposition 
of a heavy Jekin on sugar in Takow may 
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do to the China trade in the article will 
very likely be great, and if so it will 
not be remediable for years to come. 
‘here has no doubt been a great fall 
in prices from their range before beet 
sugar brought down the markets of 
the world; the trade in Formosa has 
now enongh to do to preserve itself, and 
additional burdens will only increase 
this. ‘The truth is the extra expenditure 
involved from the trouble with France 
is only now beginning to be felt by the 
provincial anthorities, and the large 
sums which they are spending in all 
kinds of armament are increasing the 
financial evils of the State. The Viceroy 
of Kuang-tang is at his wit’s-end for 
money, and is at the same time ordering 
gunboats and munitions of war from 
Europe ; the Formosananthorities are in 
no better plight, and if they are not 
forming a fleet they have expeditions 
against the aborigines on hand, and 
these cost money. We may safely in- 
fer that the treasury at Nanking is not 
over-Howiug; while ships of war and 
stores of arms are coming and have to 
be maintained. An Imperial Decree 
which we published yesterday exhibits 
the condition of some of the princi- 
pal provinces. The collections of the 
Innd-tax—“ the orthodox source of 
the Jmporial reveunes,” and the due 
payment of which is tho best gauge 
of tho condition of the people, has 
fallon short, and the deficit amounts 
to oleven millions of taels. Lean years 











and floods account for a part of this, 
but a good deal more is to be attributed 
to the pressure of extraordinary taxa- 
tion. Political eveuts in recent years 
made much of this inevitable; and the 
expenditure on defeuces which is going 
on in the gayest manner, will maintain 
it for some years ata high figare. The 
construction of a proper navy, and 
its efficient maintenance, will keep 
the extraordinary expenditure at a 
high figare. China should have a navy ; 
and the Chinese people must pay for it. 
But the wrong way in which to obtain 
the necessary fands is to handicap 
produce which the foreigners are au- 
xious to buy, with additional taxation 
which will drive purchasers to markets 
elsevihere. ‘The burden of the cast of 
improved and necessary defences will 
be better borne by the common people 
if Inrge markets abroad are open to 
their wares. If taxation shuts these, 
then the cost of the army and navy 
will fall ona people who will have no 
means of meeting the new calls of the tax 
gatherers but by increasing the price of | 
what they sell to each other. In that 
way lie poverty, discontent, disturbances 
and rebeliion, While we hear on every 
side of expenditure for defence we hear 








not aayllable of anything being done for 
mproving the condition of these parts 


of the Empire which sadly want im- 
provement. An enlightened govern- 
ment would make such things as the 
controlling of the Yellow River or the 
repair of the water ways in Chibli, go 
handin band with the formation ofa fleet 
and arseuals. The proper repairs of the 
Grand Canal, the introduction of a rai 
way system, the maintenance of exist- 
ing water ways, and other beneficent 
measures are all neglected. ‘The gov- 
vernmont has embarked on defensive 
schemes which were much needed, but 
it is doing nothing to provide the means 
of paying for these except by the rnde 
and dangerons ways of inereasing Ielsin 
and similar devices, all of which will 
have mischevious resnlts, There is 
nothing to hinder productive works 
being undertaken ; and these wonld 
in a very short time add vastly to 
the resources of the Empire. It may 
be said that the expenditure on 
defences and war is really nothing, 
seareely a fleabite, in Disraelian phrase, 
to a great Empire like this, That 
would bo true if the Empire was well 
managed; but it is irrelevant to au 
empire that every now and then is 
out at elbows. A famine over any 
great portion of it coming on the hend 
of additional imposts might be very 
dangerous to the Government; and 
famines occur frequently in China. It 
is not the proper way to provide 
against bad times, to do nothing to 
improve the productiveness and capa- 
city of the Empire, while spending 
money in new ways and on a scale 
hitherto unknown ina China. A sen- 
sible Government would see that a 
drain of taxation on au impoverished 
people would become dangerous to it 
whenever food was scarce. And this 
vain for defensive purposes is of the 
worst kind ; for nothing is being spent 
in China of the large sums raised by 
new taxation ; all goes to foreign coun- 
tries. ‘his is undoubtedly affecting 
trade, and will do so more and more, 
especially if new lekins are to be placed 
on exports.

MINING IN NEW SOUTH WALES. 
Tae Report of the Department of Mines 
in New South Wales for 1885, which has 
just been published, gives much inter- 
esting information on the mineral wealth 
of the colony. Beginning with the most 
precious metal, it anys that “the weight 
of gold obtained to.the end of 1884 
wns 9,596,653-z,, of the value of 
£35,724,179 5s, Except in aome few 
localities quariz veins huve not been 
worked tou great depth, ‘The deepest 
mine in the colony is nt Adelong, where 
payable quartz hns been raised from a 
depth of 1,080 feet. Alluyinl Innds 
have in some instances been worked to 
‘w depth of 200 feet, aud there are the 
strongest indications of denp lends in 
various parts where no attempt has 
been made to work them. Gold-mining, 
itherto carried on, hus been pri 
cipally confiued to the working of river 
beds ‘and shallow allayial claims and 
deep leads, but oxtonsive arens of coun. 
try are known to be auriferons. ‘The 
approximate aren included within the 
proclaimed goldfield is 91,800 equare 
miles; but, from the geological furma- 
tion of the country, it is believed that 
the area in which payable gold-deposits 
will be found will be grenter than that. 
now stated, From some of the reefs 
at Hill End, crushings gave from the 
rato of from 30 to 2100 ounces of gold 
por ton.” ‘Lhe Reports of silvor mining 
ure generally satisfactory to those en. 
gaged in tho euterprizes. Daring 1883 
tho value of the silver produced in the 
colony was £18,563; but in 1884 the 
argentiforous tend lodes of the Silverton 
district, in the Barrier Ranges, near 
tho western boundary of the colony, 
were opened, and from them, during 
1885, silver and silver-lend ore to the 
value of £108,281 wore exported, 
During 1885 the quantity of ore fur. 
naoed at the Sauny Corner mine, in 
the Bathurst district, was 24,547 tons, 
producing 634,016vz. of silver aud 
641302, of gold. The value of the 
silver and silver-lead ore produced in 
New South Wales during the 10 years 
ending December 81st, 1885, amounted 
to £400,500, Much of the silver-lend 
nised in the Silverton district wae 
shipped to Europe for treatment ; but 
latterly, in important mining places, 
smelting-works lave been established, 
Several loder, one of which extends for 
one mile in length, containing rich 
silver ore, chiefly fuklerz, associated 
with galena and blende, are now being 
opened in the Vegetable Creek district.

A Brief Resiew of the opera:

We hiave received from the Japanese Con- 
sulate a weighty pamphlet, which dues it- 
self an injustice in calling itself a Brief 
Keview of the operations of the Home 
Department in comneetion with the cholera 
epidemic in Japan last year. It not only 
gives « history of the epidemic with a full 
kccount of the aleps taken to combat it by 
the Sanitary Bureau, but is furnished 
with exhaustive charts and tables, care- 
fully compiled aud admirably executed ; 
and the whole would do credit to any 
Weatern country, and is almost wonderful 
when we remember how short « time hae 
elapsed since Japan embraced the eiv 
tion of the West. In addition to the 


























charts and tables, there ie an excellent 
coloured map sheming the intensity of 
the epidemic in the infected districts, 
from which we eee that the disease 
was confined to the southern halé of 
the empire, and the district immediately 
round Yokohama, the island of Yeseo 
haying e-eaped entirely. In his introduc. 
tion Mr, Nageyo Sensai, the director of 
the Sanitary Bureau, repeats the popular 
opinion that cholera “is always imported 
and traceable to but one and th 
origin, in the burning pl 
A paragraph towards the en 
duction seems (0 modify this statement 
somewhat: for Mr. Seneai enya, “un- 
doubtedly, however, innumerable widely 
disseminated germs vf the disease remain, 
dl there is the greatest danger that they 
may develop into activity with the return 
of warm weather.” Such books »s this 
promote our knowledge, but as yet we do 
not know enough to say delinitely whether 
cholera is endemic in the Far East or not. 
‘There is certainly a not ill-founded opinion 
that it is endemic in China, aud there are
